1. If Suits ſhall be Commenced in the Court of Ad:iraltie up- 
on Contracts made, or other things perſonally done beyond the 
Sea, or upon the Sea, no Prohibittons to be Awarded. 

2. If Suit be bees the Admiral tor Freight, or Marriners Wa- 
ges, or for the Breach of Charter-partics for Voyages to be made 
beyond the Seas, though the Charter-parties happen to be made 
within the Realm ({o as the Penaltie be not demanded) a Prohi- 
bition is not to be granted ; But if Suits be for the Penaltie, or if 
the Queſtion be made, Whether the Charter-partie were made, Or 
not ? or. Whether the Plaintiff did Releafe,or otherwiſe Diſcharge 
the ae within the Realm ? That 1s to be Tryed 1n the Kings 
Court at W. eſtminſter, and not in the Kings Court of the Adoriral. 
tie ; ſo that firſt it be denied upon Oath that a Charter-partie was 
made, or a Denral upon an Oath tendered. 
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3. If Suit ſhall be in the Court of Admiraltie for Building, A 
mending, Saving,or neceſſary Vicualling of Ship againſt the Ship 
it ſelf, and not againit any Party by name, but ſuch as for his In- 
tereſt makes himſelf a Party, no Prohibition is to be granted, 
though this be done within the Realm. 

4. Likewiſe the Admiral may enquire of, and redreſs all An- 
noyances and Obſtructions in Navigable Reverſe beneath the firſt 
Bridges that are any Impediment to Navigation, or Paſlage to, or
